Another centre opens to meet growing need for free rations 


FOODBANKS 


GO FOURTH 


EMERGENCY food parcels are 
now available in the town five days 
a week, as latest figures reveal al- 
most 2,000 Banbury people need 
foodbanks over a year. 

National foodbank charity the Trus- 
sell Trust has launched its fourth distri- 
bution centre in Banbury, at St Joseph’s 
Church, Bretch Hill. 

It is open on Monday mornings, mean- 
ing emergency food provision is now 
available in the town five days a week. 

People referred to the foodbank by 
frontline care professionals including 
doctors, social workers and community 
workers will be able to receive emergen- 
cy food to cover three days’ meals. 

Sue Allen, volunteer supervisor at St 
Joseph’s Church, said: “We are excited 
to be helping meet the growing need in 
this part of town.” 

The Peoples Church, Horse Fair, runs 
a foodbank on Tuesdays and Fridays. 
The West Street Methodist Church, 
Grimsbury, holds one on Wednesdays 
and a foodbank is held at St Fran- 
cis Church Highlands, Hardwick, on 
Thursdays. 

Banbury Foodbank project manager 
David Stapleton said: “The current eco- 
nomic climate means more and more 
people are struggling to put food on the 
table, so we really need local people to

give what they can to help. It’s not just 
people on low incomes who are feeling 
the pinch — increased redundancy and 
fewer jobs are having a real impact.” 
Thenumber of people using foodbanks 
in Banbury has climbed steeply since 
the first centre was set up in late 2011. 
In the 2011/12 financial year, 199 peo- 
ple received three days’ worth of food 
but in 2013/14, some 1,776 people — 1,019 
adults and 757 children — were helped. 
Mr Stapleton explained: “In initial 
years it was all to do with awareness. 
People learned the foodbank was there 
and how to access it.”

sell Trust’s foodbank centres across 
Banbury, with between five and 10 man- 
ning each site during its opening hours. 

Diane Johnson, town councillor for 
Neithrop South, said: “I applaud the 
service but regret its necessity, the 
judgment of success is when it’s not 
needed.” 

You cannot simply turn up to a food- 
bank for free supplies but must have 
a voucher from one of the recognised 
care professionals. 

Foodbank supplies come mainly from 
individual donations, supported by 
collections from businesses, schools, 
churches and supermarket shoppers.

Council’s lead member for the ‘Ban- 
bury Brighter Futures’ project, which 
aims to ensure young people have op- 
portunities to build a secure future.

Sir Tony hails church repair funding and says he will become patron of hospice

SIR Tony Baldry has given 
his final speech in the House 
of Commons. 

The Conservative politician 
will be stepping down ahead of 
the May General Election after 
32 years as MP for Banbury. His 
last address to the Commons 
formed part of a debate on the 
Budget, announced by Chancel- 
lor George Osborne last Wednes- 
day. 

In his speech he thanked the 
Chancellor for the £40m made 
available for church roof re- 
pairs and said: “For many peo- 
ple the presence of a church in 
their community is symbolic of 
the nation and a source of sup- 
port and comfort even for those 
who are not regular church-go- 
ers.” 

He then gave thanks for the 
£1m to be put towards celebrat- 
ing the 600th anniversary of the 
Battle of Agincourt. 

During the speech, Sir Tony

also announced that after stand- 
ing down he would become a 
patron of Katharine House Hos- 
pice, Adderbury. The hospice 
opened shortly after he was first 
elected to Parliament. 

He said: “In last year’s Autumn 
Statement the Chancellor com- 
pletely removed the VAT burden 


on hospices so that they are now 
in exactly the same position, 
so far as VAT is concerned, as 
NHS hospitals - a move which 
I thought was somewhat over- 
looked by the national media. 

“That made an enormous dif- 
ference to our nation’s hospices, 
all of which are largely support- 
ed by voluntary contributions.” 

Sir Tony also welcomed plans 
to introduce a Help-to-Buy ISA, 
which he said would be particu- 
larly useful for first-time buyers 
in his constituency. 

He also described plans to in- 
crease the personal allowance 
to £10,800 next year and £11,000 
the year after as “a very popular 
policy”. 

Finally he said: “This will al- 
most certainly be my last speech 
in the House of Commons. I am 
glad that I am able to make it 
in support of the Chancellor’s 
Budget. In 47 days the nation 
will go to the polls. 

“The nation will have a 
straightforward choice as to 
whom they wish and whom they 
trust to be Prime Minister.”

A VAST collection of 58,000 
stamps passed over to Oxfam 
for sale was just the begin- 
ning, according to donors. 

Members of the Church of Je- 
sus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
in Bankside, Banbury, have been 
painstakingly gathering, cutting 
out and sorting stamps for about 
a year. 

The haul was donated to Ban- 
bury Oxfam Bookshop last month 
and stamps have been flying off 
the shelves. 

The project coordinator for the 
Church, Des Waddington, 60, first 
launched the project in Daventry 
five years ago. To date the original 
scheme has donated more than 
half a million stamps to Oxfam. 

Mr Waddington said: “In Ban- 
bury we are still quite embryonic. 
We haven’t really got stuck in yet.” 

The Banbury collection had a va- 
riety of sources, from avid collec- 
tors handing over albums to indi- 
viduals passing on old Christmas 
card envelopes. 


Church members then process 
the stamps, cropping excess pa- 
per from around used stamps to 
a width of a quarter of an inch. 
They are marked as UK or over- 
seas, then packed into bags of 500 
and given to Oxfam. 

Mr Waddington added: “It’s ar- 
duous and labour-intensive but a 
lot of people do it as a family, or in 
front of the TV.” 

One item of particular interest 
was a small book of stamps found 
by Mr Waddington that appeared 
to bear the face of Adolf Hitler. On 
closer inspection they turned out 
to be part of an advertising cam- 
paign for a book entitled GB-SS 
by famous military historian Len 
Deighton. 

Lis Griffin, stamps coordinator 
at Banbury Oxfam Bookshop, said: 
“What a terrific amount of stamps 
the church handed over. We are 
very grateful. The quantity and 
the quality gets better with each 
donation.” 

Bishop Joseph Gedge, the leader 
of the Church in Banbury, said: 
“We are grateful for the continued 
opportunity to work with Oxfam 
to give help to the poor and needy. 

“This type of voluntary work 
helps us to feel closer to the com- 
munity in which we live, as we 
provide this simple yet meaning- 
ful service to others.”

TEENAGE pregnancy rates 
in the county are at their 
lowest level in over a decade. 

Latest figures reveal there 
were 147 fewer pregnancies 
among under 18s in Oxfordshire 
than there were more than 10 
years ago. 

Experts say the addition of 
school nurses, better sexual 
health services and a booming 
economy are among the reasons. 

Councillor Melinda Tilley, Ox- 
fordshire’s cabinet member for 
children, education and fami- 
lies, said: “We have been put- 
ting in an awful lot of work with 
schools and youth places to try 
to stop teenage conception and 
we are seeing the results now.” 

The new figures are in contrast 
to the mid-2000s when teen preg- 
nancies were on the increase. 

Experts in 2007 blamed Ox- 
fordshire’s slow reaction to the 
problem for causing an increase 
of almost nine per cent in seven

years. In 2012, the latest figures 
recently released by the Office 
for National Statistics, there 
were 234 pregnancies among 
under-18s in the county. 

The rate per 1,000 women un-

Extra school nurses cited as a factor as levels fall to their lowest in over a decade 


Jessica McCullough from Did- 
cot had just left school with 12 
GCSEs when she discovered she 
was pregnant. The news was a 
shock for the 16-year-old who 
was on the pill at the time. 

Now 18, she works in a fashion 
store one day a week and studies 
accountancy at Abingdon & Wit- 
ney College while her mum and 
nan look after 18-month-old son 
Harley. 

Since September last year 35 
trained health nurses have been 
working across the county’s 
secondary schools. They can 
administer emergency contra- 
ception and give advice on sex, 
relationships and sexual health. 

Hilary Hibbert-Biles, Oxford- 
shire cabinet member for public 
health, said: “We’ve doubled the 
number of school nurses and 
put nurses in secondary schools 
full-time.” 

Oxford has the highest rate at 
26.4 while Vale of White Horse 
has the lowest at 13.6 per 1,000 
women under 18, followed by 
South Oxfordshire at 16.1, then 
Cherwell at 24 and West at 23.

SLAVISHLY adapted from Disney’s 
classic 1950 animated musical, Ken- 
neth Branagh’s live-action version of 
the fairytale romance doesn’t skimp 
on the period detail. 

Sandy Powell’s luxurious costumes, 
Dante Ferretti’s opulent set designs 
and Patrick Doyle’s sweeping orches- 
tral score conjure a magical world of 
unerring love in which even we gasp at 
the splendour of the grand ball where 
the prince must choose his wife. 

While this Cinderella dazzles the 
senses, screenwriter Chris Weitz is 
shackled to memories of the hand- 
drawn film and he has almost no room 
for flourishes of originality. 

The plot arc is predetermined, the 
ugly stepsisters don’t hack off their 
heels or toes to squeeze into a mis- 
placed glass slipper, and Helena Bon- 
ham Carter’s fairy godmother isn’t 
quite as eccentric as she or we would 
like as she engineers the film’s best set- 
piece with a flick of her wand. 

“T don’t go transforming pumpkins 
for just anyone,” she chirps. 

No, the special effects wizards do and 
they accomplish the pivotal sequence 
with aplomb. 

Before all of the jiggery-pokery with 
a pumpkin, four mice and a goose, Ella 
(Lily James) is consigned to the kitch- 
en by her vindictive stepmother Lady 
Tremaine (Cate Blanchett) and step- 
sisters, Anastasia (Holliday Grainger) 
and Drizella (Sophie McShera). 

Emboldened by the dying words of 
her mother (Hayley Atwell) — “Have 
courage and be kind” — Ella tries to rise 
above the bullying. 

When the name-calling becomes too 
frightful, she escapes on horseback 
and catches the eye of the dashing 
Prince (Richard Madden), who must 
pick a bride at the behest of the dying 
King (Derek Jacobi). 

So the Prince throws a lavish ball 
where Ella makes her grand entrance 
then disappears as the clock chimes 
midnight, leaving behind footwear

safety risk in any other film. “Find 
that girl — the forgetful one who loses 
her shoes,” decrees the captain of the 
royal guard (Nonzo Anosie). 

Cinderella will enchant a generation 
of girls, who dream of donning the ti- 
ara of a Disney princess. 

James and Madden are an attractive 
screen pairing, while Blanchett draws 
inspiration from Joan Crawford to cast 
a formidable shadow from beneath the 
brim of her extravagant hats. 

“T do love a happy ending, don’t you?” 
gushes one of the characters. 

Branagh’s film certainly does, with- 
out a hint of irony.

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Urban runabout 


has dash of class

THE continuing success of 
the Oxford-built Mini has 
proved conclusively that 
small cars can not only be 
economical and_ cost-effi- 
cient but also a lot of fun. 

Not only fun, but also pulsing 
with plenty of personality and 
not a little elegance. 

Priced from £8,245, the Peugeot 
108 city car takes all the merits 
of an urban runabout and adds a 
real dash of class. 

Available in three and five- 
door body styles, with a soft-top 
version, the strikingly-styled 
hatchback has space for up to 
four adults. 

Power on the test car came 
from a zippy, three-cylinder, 
1.2-litre petrol engine and most 
noticeable inside is the improve- 
ment in seat comfort which 
makes long-distance travelling 
much more pleasurable. 

The driver’s seat is now height- 
adjustable on all but the entry- 
level trim, and on three-door 
models both front seats gain a 
memory function which means 
they will always return to the 
same position when tilted for- 
ward. 

Peugeot has pumped up the 


equipment level on the 108, and 
on all but the entry-level model 
the car comes with a multi-func- 
tion steering wheel. If reverse 
gear is engaged, the reversing 
camera displays a colour image 
on the touch-screen. 

Push-button starting, a speed 
limiter and automatic lighting 
make life a little easier and safe- 
ty systems range from anti-lock 
brakes and electronic stability 
programme to six airbags. 

Air conditioning is standard 
on three out of the four trim lev- 
els and cabin storage has been 
given a boost with the passenger- 
side glovebox getting a lid anda 
horizontal cut-out section de- 
signed to take a one-litre drinks 
bottle.

Over-50s increasingly still on track 


THE over-50s are playing an 
increasingly active role when it 
comes to motoring in the UK, 
owning more cars and spending 
more than ever on keeping on the 
road, says a new report. 

The research carried out on 
behalf of Saga Motor Insurance 
shows that over-50s now account 
for almost half of all spending on 
motor transport and that this 
spend is increasing faster than that 
of people under 50. 

The over 50s spend on average 
£57 a week on motor transport, 
this has grown some 48 per cent 
since 2000, whereas spending by 
the under-50s has grown just 32 
per cent over the same period. This 


growth in spending is partially 
down to us living healthier and 
more active lives for longer. There 
has been a surge in car ownership 
among the over-75s, 56 per cent of 
over-75s own a car today, 
compared to 37 per cent in 2000. 

On average the over-50s drive 
7,270 miles a year and spend £23 a 
week on fuel. Whilst many over- 
50s are still in work, the reason for 
the majority of car journeys they 
make are for essential every day 
activities such as shopping and to 
carry out personal business. 

As well as being essential for 
keeping the over-50s economically 
active, cars also play a key role in 
keeping them socially active as 


well. The third most common 
reason for the over-60s to get 
behind the wheel is to visit friends 
and the biggest growing reason 
for travel for the over 50s is to go 
ona break. 

Further research of this age 
group has shown just how vital 
having a car is to them and the 
economy. The over-50s say that 
their spending on food and other 
shopping, entertainment and 
eating out, would decrease 
dramatically if they were unable to 
drive. A quarter would do their 
food shopping less frequently and 
four in ten would reduce the 
number of trips they made for 
other shopping such as clothes.
